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The 5 cases of poliomyelitis reported in Puerto Rico for 

the current week represent late reports.

One of the cases of encephalitis reported in Kansas is 

western equine encephalitis.

The Oregon State Board of Health reports the occurrence 

of a "rather sharp”  outbreak of scarlet fever in one county and 

the continuing incidence of cases of Shigella sonnei infections 

in another. (

Anthrax

Dr. E . J. Witte, Pennsylvania Department of Health, has 

reported a case of anthrax in a white female employed in the 

combing department of a plant which processes goat hair and

manufactures interlinings for clothing. The woman first noticed 

a small pruritic blister filled with fluid in the region of the 

right mandible. The lesion failed to respond to treatment with 

a salve supplied by the company physician, and the physician 

sent the woman to a hospital with a tentative diagnosis of 

anthrax. A  smear was positive for Bacillus anthracis. The only 

systemic reaction was a fever which reached apeak of 102° F . 

several days after the lesion was first noticed. The combing 

department where the woman has been employed since 1953 is 

very dusty and dirty with considerable loose hair floating 

through the air. She was certain that no abrasions, sores, or 

other openings were present on the skin prior to the anthrax 

lesion. This is the first case of anthrax to occur in this plant 

this year. The woman was one of the workers who participated

Botulism

Additional information has been received from the North 

Carolina State Board of Health about the case of botulism in a 

63-year-old woman reported the week ended November 15. The 

woman first noted double vision and gradually lost eye motion. 

Also there was a striking lid drop, loss of light reflex, and 

finally she developed complete inability to swallow. There was 

no fever at any time. Careful investigation has not clearly im­

plicated any food item as the source of the toxin.

Diphtheria

Dr. D . S. Fleming, Minnesota Department of Health, has 

supplied information about the incidence of diphtheria in that 

State during the period September 1 to November 29. A  total of 

37 cases, 4 of which resulted in death, have been reported in 9 

counties. Thirteen cases had onset during the week ended 

November 22. Distribution of the 37 cases by age and sex is 

as follows:

The individual in the age group 25 years and over was 61 

years old. Two boys and 1 girl in the age group 5-9 years died 

and another boy in the group 10-14 years. There was no history 

of previous immunization for 3 of the persons who died; the 

other person had received a single dose of toxoid several years 

ago. No antitoxin was administered to 2 of the persons who 

died, and to the other 2 it was not given until 5 days after on­

set of the illness.

Additional information has been received from the Missis­

sippi State Board of Health about a diphtheria outbreak reported 

in the Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Report for the week ended 

November 8. To date 6 cases have been confirmed and 1 

clinical case is under study. There have been 2 deaths. The 

outbreak is related to a school of about 200 pupils in the first 

6 grades. Upon examination of the school children swabs were

obtained from 13 children whose throats gave evidence of in­

fection. Swabs from 3 persons were positive for diphtheria 

organisms, mitis type, virulent strain.

Gastro-enteritis

M rs. Sarah V . Dugan, Kentucky Department of Health, has 

reported an outbreak of gastro-enteritis, probably due to the 

ingestion of improperly prepared and stored turkey dressing. 

Thirty persons out of a group of 38.0 who attended a church 

supper became ill from 2 to 7 hours after eating. The symptoms 

included vomiting, cramps, and diarrhea. The individuals who 

ate near the end of the hour-long service of the meal were the 

ones who became ill. The menu included roast turkey, ham, 

dressing, giblet gravy, and a great variety of other foods 

brought by individual families. The food histories did not in­

criminate any of the foods mentioned, and there was no evi­

dence that the outbreak was of milkborne origin. The turkey 

and ham were prepared by several families the day of the 

supper. The preparation of the dressing was begun the day 

before the supper, and the moist mixture was left overnight in 

plastic bags unrefrigerated. The next day gravy and giblets 

were added at one of the homes. Then at the church canned 

oysters were added and the dressing was heated for a short 

time on the top of a stove. There was no dressing available 

for laboratory examination. Samples of 1 of the turkeys and 1 

package of ham were examined and found to contain a few 

coagulase-negative staphylococci.

Rabies in animals

Dr. E . J. Witte, Pennsylvania Department of Health, has 

also reported a laboratory confirmed case of rabies in a chip­

munk found in a city’s residential area. A  little girl was bitten 

by the animal while visiting a neighbor in the area. When the 

animal was later observed to be acting strangely the neighbor 

notified the girl’s parents. The animal subsequently died and 

was buried by some children. However, before death it was 

seen running in circles, and it was reported that it ate just be­

fore dying. A  physician advised that the animal be examined 

for rabies. The child received treatment with duck embryo 

virus vaccine. This is the only case of rabies in a chipmunk 

reported in the State this year. A  total of 58 cases of rabies 

in animals has been recorded in the State to date.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 

major cities of the United States by week for the current year, 

a 5-week moving average of these figures plotted at the central 

week and an adjusted average, 1953-57, for comparison. The 

adjusted average is computed as follows: From  the total deaths 

reported each week for the years 1953-57, 3 central figures 

are selected by eliminating the highest and lowest figures 

reported for that week. A  5-week moving average of the 

arithmetic means of the 3 central figures is then computed. 

The adjusted average shown in the chart is the 5-week moving 

average increased by 2.3 percent to allow for estimated 

population growth in the cities.

The use of the adjusted average is based on the assumption 

that the crude death rate and changes In population will remain 

at the level of recent years. No allowance has been made for 

increased use of city hospital facilities.

Table 4 shows the number of death certificates received 

during the week indicated for deaths that occurred in a specified 

city. Figures compiled In this way, by week of receipt, usually 

approximate closely the number of deaths occurring during the 

week. However, differences are to be expected because of vari­

ations in the interval between death and receipt of the certificate 

and because of incomplete reporting due to holidays or 

vacations. If a report is not received from a city in time to be 

Included in the total for the current week an estimate is made 

for use in plotting the figure in the chart.

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 

differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composi­

tion of the populations, and because some cities are hospital 

centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year 

to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to population 

increases or decreases.
